More specifically, there was no 
teaching found of an airbag made of a fabric substrate to which a residue was applied 
by means of dipping in an aqueous solution comprising a water based finish having an 
aliphatic urethane, a flame retardant or halogenated polymer and wherein the polymer 
that is halogenated comprises an acrylic polymer, an acrylic copolymer, a polyurethane, 
or a polyvinyl acetate.
